Enrollment of farmers , under 
the farm tenant and rural rehabi- 
plitation programs of the Bankhead- 
Jones Act has been completed for 
ihis year, according to M. A 
Boudet, county supervisor for the 
projects from West Palm Bench 

Under the tenant purchase di- 
vision of the Act, three counties in 
Florida, were included in last 
year's appropriations. This year 
According to Boudet, a total of six 
counties have been approved for 
assistance in farm- 
ing.programs. Palm Beach coun- 
iy is one of the six counties in- 
cluded in the gavegàment's yearly 
program. Under the provisions of 
the.program, farmers are provid- 
ed with sufficient materials: and 
ptoperty on a 40 year re-paymei 
program at an interest of three 
per cènt. Mest of the farmers 
raise considerable stock animale 
and a síde"cash crop in addition 
to practically all of the self-suf- 
ficiency farm eróps, The, trend 
has been toward diversifigation of 
farming methods and the entire 
Palm Beach county farm areas are 
located on the Florida coast. Only 
three applications were recéived 
farmers | this 
year indicating & desíre-to par- 
tcipate" in the program. 

The other division of the gov- 
ernment's farm program, the rural 
rehabilitation.system, has a tótal 
of 18 clients: ia the  Everglad: 
région. It is especially intéres 
ing to note that 5 of fhese 18 lo- 
càl farmers have centered their 
interests in the- raising of live- 
stock. -Clients of this government 
prógram live ina wide arex from 
Clewiston to'Canäl Point and in- 
clude a large number of owners in 
addition to sevéral tenant farm-
